SIHICAGO of the South 
in transport and in- 
dustry—a busy bee- 
hive of a city typical 
of the strides the new 
south is making in 
the saihens history, will welcome 
the convention of the American 
Philatelic Society when it comes to 
Memphis, September 14-19, 1931. 

Not only will the convention vis- 
itor be charmed with the individual 
hospitality he will en- 
counter, but he will find 
an organized hospitality, 
perhaps reincarnated 
from that far famed, 
perhaps mythical some- 
thing called “southern 
hospitality” of which he 
has so often heard and 
read. 

Though the Memphis 
of today, transportation 
and industrial center of 
the South, bears little 
trace of it to the casual 
eye, four centuries of 
history join the twentieth 
century city in welcom- 
ing every year the thou- 
sands of convention visi- 
tors from all over the na- 
tion. Memphis traces its 
birth to the dawn of 
American history, a scant 
49 years after the voy- 
age of Columbus. 

Uptown Memphis, 
along the river front, 
presents many points of 
interest to him who visits as a con- 
vention delegate. At the head of 
Madison Avenue where are most of 
Memphis’ banks and principal office 
buildings, stands the $1,000,000 U. 
S. custom house, overlooking the 
historic Mississippi River and Mud 
Island, which city planners have 
visioned as the city’s front-door 
airport of the future. 





Next to the custom house is Con- 
federate Park, where the Confeder- 
ate forces held their position when 
federal gunboats attacked the city 
from the river. 

North and south are the offices 
of the many phases of cotton trade 
and its allied industries that have 
had the primary part in making 
Memphis great as the largest in- 
land cotton market in the world. 
Among them is the new 12-story

change. 

East from the custom house one 
block is Main Street, once the 
business center of the city which 
has expanded over block after block 
of a spacious yet compactly ar- 
ranged loop district. North a few 
blocks, the visitor will find the 
Auditorium, completed in 1924 ata 


cost of $3,000,000, headquarters for 
many conventions, and one of the 
finest auditoriums in the nation. 

Along Main Street a block to the 
south is Hotel Claridge, with 400 
rooms, one of the newer hotelries 
which will house some of the A.P.S. 
convention guests. Nearby is the 
Elks Club Hotel, with 200 guest 
rooms and elaborately fitted 
lounges and athletic quarters. 

South on Main another block the 
convention visitor will 
come to Court Square, a 
bit of green and a bit of 
wild life in the midst of 
stern commercial hubble. 
Buildings marking the 
city’s progress are all 
around, the 21-story Co- 
lumbian Tower on one 
side, the 19-story Ex- 
change Building on the 
other,—in the center the 
squirrels and pigeons of 
the square make their 
home, blithely satisfied 
and indifferent to the 
rush that goes on around 
and among them. 

Farther south come the 
city’s theaters, a group 
of playhouses far beyond 
the usual quota of a city 
just beyond the quarter- 
million mark in popula- 
tion 

mas will find the public 
buildings of Memphis 
unusual too. The court- 
house is a classical struc- 
ture designed by James Gamble 
Rogers, and a model of municipal 
architecture with its long Grecian 
collonades. Across from it are 
central police headquarters, and the 
new criminal courts building, 
beautiful examples of architecture 
executed in white stone. 

The 29-story Sterick Tower, the 
18-story First National Bank Build- 
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ing, the new $1,500,000 home of the 
Bank of Commerce and Trust Com- 
pany, Hotel Peabody with its 625 
rooms and Italian Renaissance 
lobbies, Georgian dinning room, 
studio apartments, all testify to the 
prosperity of Memphis and make 
a mute prophecy for her future. 
You have been given a few hints

Mrs. Washington, Linn’s Week- 
ly Stamp News would like to 
know how you like your photo on 
our 8c stamp of the 1902 series 
and the 4c one of 1923.

this paper 
for the $Sist of October, Linn’s 
Weekly Stamp News will have 
rounded out its third volume and 
will be three years old. It is not 
too soon for us to speak of this 
matter for with the beginning of 
our fourth year, with the issue for 
November 7, some changes are to 
be made in this publication which 
we hope will meet with the ap- 
proval of our readers. 

We will introduce some special 
drawings and illustrations for va- 
rious department headings, the 
width of our columns will be in- 
creased by one sixth of an inch.

In the short 
space of three years time we have 
already built up a weekly circula- 
tion of 8000 copies. 

Last week, we printed the first 
regular edition of 8000 and this 
week we are again printing 8000. 
This number will continue to in- 
crease from month to month and 
by the time the November 7 issue 
is ready we will be well past that 
mark. 

For this November 7 issue we 
will print and mail not less than 
10,000 copies. It will come at a 
time when the stamp trade is 
getting a good start for winter 
business and as such, will be a very 
attractive medium for dealers who 
are out after the business. 

The first and last page of the 
cover will be printed in two colors. 
These pages will be for sale entire 
to the first applicants for them at 
an advance of 20°) over our regu- 
lar rates for the pages. If taken by 
a dealer who is using space on con- 
tract, at an advance of 20°% over 
the contract rate. 

Other space throughout the paper 
at regular or contract rates for 
those who use space on contract. 
We anticipate an extra amount of 
advertising for this large edition 
and would suggest that those who 
wish space will make application 
for same at once in order that they 
may have the space they wish. 

If possible to do so we will re- 
serve the inside front and back 
cover pages for half page or full 
page advertisements.

It’s the new cigaret tax stamp, 
which must be affixed to every pack- 
age of smokes in the Buckeye State. 

In the large picture is John Sher- 
man Edwards (left) of the Tax 
Commission, turning over one of 
the packages of the first consign- 
ment of 12,800,000 stamps to State 
Treasurer Harry S. Day. 

The stamps are issued in three 
denominations, le olive, 2c carmine 
and 5¢ blue. The paper is of a 
type of safety paper made specially 
for these stamps and bears a mul- 
tiple watermark “OHIO”. Color of 
paper is grey. The stamps are of 
substantially the same size as our 
current postage stamps, printed in 
sheets of 100 without margins and 
trimmed with a straight edge all 
around the sheet. Perforation is 
1216. 

These are very attractive stamps, 
really look like a stamp and will 
doubtless be received favorably by 
collectors. We understand that the 
stamps were made by a Chicago 
firm, they are lithographed, the 
central design being the seal of the 
State of Ohio. 

Mr. R. J. Hooffstetter, a whole- 
sale tobacco dealer of this city has 
the honor of having purchased the 
first sheet of stamps that were sold, 
this was a sheet of the 2c value. 

These stamps are to be issued on 
packages of cigarettes, the rate of 
taxis le for each ten cigarettes, 
thus the stamp most used will be 
the 2c value.

THE PONY EXPRESS 


Before the advent of the Pony 
Express in 1860, the mail was sent 
by steamer from New York 
through the Isthmus of Panama to 

San Francisco. There was one 
stage line from St. Louis to South- 
ern California that took letters 
over the Santa Fe Trail in 25 days. 

In 1860 the settling of the West 
had advanced only as far as the 
Missouri River in the central sec- 
tion of the country. But further 
on, beyond the Rockies with track- 
less prairies, mountain barriers and 
Indians between, were a half mil- 
lion people who had migrated there 
seeking fortunes and digging for 
gold. Railroads had been built as 
far west as St. Louis, with a new 
line just completed to St. Joseph at 
the western end of the state. The 
problem then was to bridge the gap 
to California. 

St. Joseph or St. Jo as it was 
‘-alled was the western end of the 
telegraph line from the East. News 
could be carried by Pony Express 
from there to Placerville and wired 
to San Francisco making an eight 
day schedule where the regular 
Pony Express line required ten 
days. 

Congress turned down bills in- 
troduced for fast mail service to 
the West Coast, so a private firm 


put the thing through. Russell, 
Majors, and Waddell, owning a 
freighting service and _ predeces- 


sors to the express service that 
grew up with the railroads, organ- 
ized the latter enterprise and 
quietly surprised the nation with 
an advertisement offering to carry 
letters to the Pacific in ten days 
from St. Jo. 

Eighty riders were hired who 
were paid from $100 to $135 per 
month. They were expected to 
cover 75 miles a day and changed 
horses at stations about 25 miles 
apart. At the end of his run a 
rider would be relieved, would 
sleep and rest and would be then 
ready to carry the next mail in the 
opposite direction. There were 190 
stations with station keepers and 
between 400 and 500 horses. At 
first the company charged $5.00 a 
half ounce and later reduced this 
to $2.50 and only letters were car- 
ried. 

On April 1860, riders started 
from both terminals and ten days 
later at St. Jo. and San Francisco 
when the riders arrived business 
was suspended and a glorious cele- 
bration was held. The difficulty of 
maintaining the service was the 
frequent attacks by Indians upon 
stations and riders. Riders often 
mortally wounded carried on to the 
next station, where comrades took 
their places. “Buffalo Bill” (Col. 
Wm. F. Cody) was one of the rid- 
ers. He once made a ride of 384 
miles when the other riders had 
been killed and there was none to 
relieve him.

The fastest time ever made was 
when they delivered Lincoln’s in- 
augural address in 1861. Fresh 
horses awaited every ten miles and 
the last ten miles was made in 31 
minutes. The message was carried 
1,950 miles in 185 hours, an aver- 
age of a little more than ten miles 
an hour. 

This famous service only lasted 
sixteen months. It was officially 
called the “Central Overland Cali- 
fornia and Pikes Peak Express 
Company.” In 1861 the transcon- 
tinental telegraph line was pushed 
to completion and the government
